College Prexy 
Urges State 
Scholarship Plan 


CHICAGO <LjR>— A college pres­ 
ident w ants Illinois to set up a 
state scholarship program like the 
GI “Bill of Rights.” 
Dr. E dw ard J. Sparling estimate* 
the state could pay the tuition for 
40.000 needy students for 20 mil­ 
lion d o lo r s a year. 
This would be cheaper, he said, 
than creating and operating a four- 
year Chicago branch of the U ni­ 
versity of Illinois 
Sparling, president of Chicago’s 
Roosevelt University, discussed his 
plan in a talk before the City Club 
of Chicago Monday. 
He said that he and presidents of 
five oth er private colleges in Chi­ 
cago had agreed that a state-sup­ 
ported scholarship plan would be 
“very m uch more to the advan 
tag e” of stu d en ts than a U. of I 
branch. 
Sparling said there was no press­ 
ing need for expansion of the Chi­ 
cago b ranch and th a t present fa­ 
cilities of private colleges and uni­ 
versities w ere not being utilized. 
From 17,000 to 20,000 more stu ­ 
dents could be accom m odated w ith­ 
out fu rth e r expansion until 1965, 
he said. 
U n der 
his 
proposal, 
the 
state 
would set up a scholarship fund. 
N eedy stu d en ts who m eet the qual­ 
ifications could get $500 a year. 
The stu d en ts would use the m on­ 
ey to pay tuition at any of the 50 
public 
and 
private colleges 
and 
u niversities in Illinois. 
Sparling said a ‘ p reced en t'’ was 
established in this field by the GI 
“ Bill of R ights,” un der which the 
federal 
g ov ernm en t 
paid 
college 
costs for thousands of W orld W ar 
ll veterans. 
He said the plan would aid all 
areas of the state, and allot*’ a 
stud ent to choose any I of the 50 
colleges which would best suit his 
needs.

SPRINGFIELD IP—The 69th Gen 
era) Assembly, which has submit­ 
ted a record 2,078 bills, at the end 
of this week Nvill kill hundreds of 
these measures by tabling bitts? ‘'till 
before comm ittees of the originat­ 
ing House. 
Three weeks of filibustering in 
the House have left the House cal­ 
endar clogged and have cut down 
the time the committees had to 
spend in consideration of the bills 
This week will see strenuous et 
forts by sponsors to move legisla 
lion seriously intended for passage 
out of com m ittees and onto the 
floor of the two chambers to keep 
it alive. 
The session will reach its final 
adjournment date June 30, just IG 
days away, unless the filibuster 
forces an unprecedented July se 
sion, as mentioned by House Speak 
or Warren L Wood (R Plainfield) 
Since convening last Jan 
5. the 
legislature has passed a total of 
241 bills. This means 1.837 -til! art* 
on the House and Senate calendars 
or in committees. 
Committees of each house at the 
end of next week will table bills 
of the opposite house, while bill* 
originating in each house arid on 
early stages of the* calendar will be 
killed in advancing stages 
Of the bills passed. Gov William

vetoed all or parts of 7

must act on 91 others. 
None of the major items of leg 
islation in this session have yet 
cleared the General Assembly This 
includes major appropriations bills 
fur schools and welfare, the city 


state tax program arid constitution 
al amendments. 
While the Senate has put 152 bills 
through both houses, being both­ 
ered in only one week by filibusters 
the House has sent only 89 of its 
measures to the governor’s desk.

Speaker Wood 
Ads to Break 
House Filibuster 


SPRINGFIELD UV-House Speak­ 
er Warren L. Wood today took the 
long-avoided step of trying to break 
the record Illinois House filibuster, 
but endangered 
the passage of 
scores of bills by doing so. 
The Republican speaker’s deci­ 
sion turned the House into a shout­ 
ing match. 
Reps. Paul A. Ziegler 
i(D-Carmi) and Francis J. Lough­ 
man (D-Joliet) led the shouting of 
the thwarted filibustering group. 
Wood pointed out that although 
the 
Legislature 
always adjourns 
June 30. the constitution does not 
state this is the day the General 
Assembly must adjourn. 
The constitution merely says that 
a bill shall not become law until 
the next July I after it is passed 
and signed by the governor. 
Only 
by a two-thirds passage vote in 
the General Assembly can a bill 
become law immediately. 
Thus, a bill passed by a simple 
majority in either house after July 
I would not become effective until 
July I. 1956. 
Wood said he would call the most 
important bills first, hoping to get 
all the measures necessary to run 
the state, such as appropriations 
and tax levies, out of the way by 
July I 
Then the Legislature could 
stay in session to consider the hun­ 
dreds of bills left on the House cal­ 
endar by the filibuster. 
This actually is the fourth week 
of House filibusters and the sec­ 
ond week of the filibuster against 
the bills to give Chicago a 34- 
million-dollar convention hall.

who in 1881 had just come into Mis 
souri’s executive mansion, signed 
the lethal paper.

Missouri law forbade the offer­ 
ing of more than $300 in reward 
money. When the news of Winston 
and Westphal’s murder reached the 
state house, Governor Crittenden 
summoned a secret conclave of 
railroad-company heads to doffer 
son City.
